There are approximately 700 extension specialists in the United States to- 
day. About 75 per cent of these are full-time specialists ana 25 per cent part- 
time specialists, i 

Of the total number of extension specialists 65 per cent, or 303 full-time 
and 100 part-time specialists are in the Northern and Western States, The total 
cost of maintaining these specialists is $2,918,072, or about 17.3 per cent of the 
total cost of extension work in all lines, which is $16,836,743. <

The number of full-time specialists within the States varies from none in 
Arizona, Delaware and Rhode Island to 37 in New York with 55 counties, 29 in lowa 
with 100 counties, 24 in Ohio with 8%. counties, and 23 in Pennsylvania. 


The number of visits made by extension specialists to the various counties 
of the States varies all the way from 101 visits by 23 specialists to one county 
jn one State to no visits by any specialist to 13 counties in another State, 5 
counties of which had agents,

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Chart A raises a number of questions bearing on the matter of ad- 
ministration. First, eight counties or practically one-fourth of the coun- 
ties in the State having county agents receive more visits from specialists 
than the entire remaining three-fourths of the coumties with agents. It is 
true, these eight counties have about one-third of the total number of 
farms and one-third of the total value of the State's crop and livestock 
products for the year, But may it not require explanation as to why we 
give one-fourth of our counties having only one-third the number of farms 
and agricuiture as the remaining three-fourths, as much of the time of our 
specialists as we give the remaining three-fourths? | 


Again, as regards agricultural enterprise, several counties in the 
State exceed County A. Why then should County A receive more visits and 
more attention from practically all the specialists than any other county? © 
Is it because the county agents or the farmers in these counties are more 
in need of help than elsewhere, or is it because they are very efficient 
and therefore recognize the value and utilize the services of the special- 
ists to a greater extent than elsewhere? What is the matter with the Coun- 
ties V to 2? Do the fermers or the county agents in these counties fail to 
recognize the value, and ask for the assistance of specialists? If they do 
not, is that any indication to the director that he ought to go out there 
and see what the matter is? 


Again, are Counties A to U easier to reach by railroad Irom the col- 
lege than the remaining counties of the State, and therefore first to be 
served? If this is the situation will it not be necessary for the director 
to plan more definitely for giving help in @ more systematic manner to the 
counties farther away? 

The data brought out in this table, which is typical of what may be 
shown in practically any State thus far examined, either East or West, seems 
to call for greater consideration on the part of supervising officers in 


‘planning the work of the specialists; and this raises tne question as to 


how the plan of work of the specialists shall be determined and just what 
their functions are. 


I am convinced that on the whole our specialists! work is not so well 
planned and organized as it should be. I do not think that it is function- 
ing as efficiently as is the comty agent work. i am convinced that our 
extension specialists as a whole do not take themselves and tneir function 
in the extension system seriously enough, nor assume sufficient responsibil- 
ity for either organizing or putting into effect the fuli vrogram covering 
their respective lines. They do not realize with sufficient keenness that 
the responsibility for getting their subject put over and made effective in 
the State rests upon them; that they are essentially the supervising offi- 
cers for that subject; that they are not oniy respansibie for what is taught, 
but for giving each of the’ extension agencies in the State a plan for organ- 
izing and doing the work in their subject that is sound and effective. - 


They understand quite generally that they are to work through the 
county agents; but they do not appear to understand that they are the ones

that should furnisa.the county agent with plans for the work. Too frequent- 
oly, also, they fail entirely to understand that they are the ones to solicit 
the assistance of. the county. home demonstration agents and the boys' and 

girls' club agents, and give to each a plan for the work, according to their 
respective constituencies. Nor do they seem to realize that not only the b 
county agents, the home demonstration agents and the boys' and girls! club 
agents, but also the farmers’ institute speakers, the grange, the equity, 

the various State farmers’ organizations, should all be given plans, encour- 
agement and assistance in putting on the suvject.for which the specialists 

are respectively respogesoLex 


The specialists, likewise, only in part seem to understand that it 
is their duty to furnish printed ‘matter, bulletins, circulars, reports, 
press matter, lantern slides, charts, and similar material, for the use of 
the county agents, home demonstration agents, poys! and girls! ciuo agents, 
institute speakers, extension schools, and other extension agencies, and 
that not only should the specialists work through. these agencies, but — 
make the daily news and agricultural press likewise their assistants 
furthering their program, ; : 


Stated in another way, our extension specialists up to now have not 
studied, planned and organized their work as generals. They have not mapped 
the problem and then marshalled all their forces for attack, using every 
available weapon. Too frequently they have contented themselves with a de- 
tached company, while the very large army which they might direct in carry- 
ing on the work is marking time. For exampie, the poultry extension spe- 
cialist may work with and through the boys' and girls! clao groups in his 
efforts to improve the poultry industry of the States. Sometimes he works 
through the home demonstration agents; sometimes through the county agents; 
but rarely does he work at the same institution througn all these groups. 


As a general charged with the responsibility of improving the poultry 
industry of the entire State should he not encourage and furnish plans, and 
in a way direct the poultry work of every one of these three county groups? 
4nd to my mind he will teach each of these three groups not only subject 
matter, but also actually how to organize the work of each group for most 
effective results, 


Here, again, the specialist has for the most part been deficient, 
He has lez ot the various county agents to do their own organizing in their 
own way, That may be all right at the outset, but as the pouliry special- 
ist visits one county agent after another and studies their various methods 
of organizing the poultry work, and compares the results they are getting 
by the different methods, will he not soon become a critic of these meth- 
ods? Criticism, of course, seldom gets anywhere unless it is constructive 
criticism, and will it not inevitably follow, therefore, that the poultry. 
specialist will offer constructive suggestions to these county agents whose a 
work is below the best, and help them put the poultry extension work on a ? 
more result-getting basis? Will the poultry specialist, likevise, not make 
the same studies, and follow about the same program with the home demonstra- 
tion agents and boys' and girls! club agents? . 
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Sat why should tie: ena soecialist limit his efforts te these 
three grougs of extension agents? They are not the only mediums through 
which agriculture may be improved, There is the ever present daily and 
agricultural press, The specialist who neglects the press is cverlooking 
a very efficient force in extension work. In many States there is a sep- 
arate force of institute speakers, The poultry specialist should not over- 
took this group, but furnish each speaker With the best information he has 
on poultry, and his plans forthe entire State. I am not so much concerned 
as to just how much time the poultry speciaiist spends in the field as I am 
that he shall lmow accurately the poultry extension needs of every part of 
his State, and be able to furnish plans for every group that ought to be 
doing or can be induced to do poultry extension work. 


I am not blaming the specialists for Fer Basen ete tp partial and 
inadequate plans. They have but lately come on the job in its present form, 
Their revised job has not been clearly outlined to them, and they have mis- 
taken the request for them to work torough the county agents to mean that 
when they had presented their subject to the county agent, their job was 
done, their responsibility ended, and they were ready to return to the col- 
lege 


If we get the same service from our specialists as we are getting 
from some of our most efficient county agents, I am wondering if extension 
directors will not have to give the e3 xtension specialists the same detailed 
attention that they have given the county agent system. For the past six 
years the directors have had an immediate officer, the county agent leader 
and his assistants in charge of each 10 to 12 county agents. These leaders 
and assistants have been giving their whole time to helping the county 
agents, and because the work is new, also, the extension director himself 
has been giving more specific attention to the county agent project, per- 
haps, than to any other, As a result, we now have a very well-organized 
and efficient county extension machine, The specialists, on the other hand, 
have had practically no one to look specifically after them, nor have they 
had the privilege of conferring together to the extent that the comty agent 
leaders have, The directors themselves have been too busy with administra- 
tive affairs to give the specialists detailed attention. Hence, they have 
in many cases been continuing in a slightly speeded-up form the old form 
of extension work common before the county agent system came into existence, 


However, is not the time now here when the director himself or scme- 

° 
one he may appoint as assistant, must work with the specialists just as the 
county agent leaders do with the county agents, in helping the specialists 


get a clear vision of their work, and thus bring the specialists to a real- 


ization that their function is one of generalship instead of that of simoly 
a lieutenant or captain, or simply a technologist. 


If our extension specialists are to function more efficiently; if 
they are to function as generals instead of privates; if they are to have 
knowledge of the situation in every section of the entire State as regards 
their respective subjects, is it not clear that they must have some regular 
and orderly means of acquainting themselves systematically with agricul- 
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tural conditions in every part of the State? Part of this information they 

can acquire oy travel and observation; part through reports that may come 

in from the varinus field agents; once in IO years through the Federal cen- 

sus; but if the annual program of each specialist is to be made vital ano. 
helpful each year, will it not have to be based on fairiy accura ve jnforma- is 
tion for that year? . 


A general who makes his plans based on data a year or two old may 
waste a good deal of ammunition and not get anywhere. 


This need. of your specialists for ‘facts each’ year r upon. which to fore- 
cast a plan of work for the various extension agencies in the State prob- 
ably means a continuance in one form or andther of the annual county and 
State survey made by many of the States during the war. Facts are the first 
essential in any county or State-wide exvens ston program, The. securing, 
analysis and digestion of the facts as regards agriculture throughout the 
State would seem tn be as essential for an extension director as for a 
general, With the facts available’ each one of his specialists then can 
marshal the data covering his special work, and outline work and plans of 
attack in ways that will as the mark and Command to tne fullest the respect 
of the public. 


I believe we are basing our extension work of specialists too much 
n what a particularly strong head of a sudject-matter department may 2 ae 
sha urge and not enough on a broad survey of the facts. 


I realize the difficulties in making such & survey and oe 
of tabulating and analyzing the results. However, such surveys have: been 
taken, tabulated and analyzed | within a period of 10 days by a great State 
like New York. The survey had universal educational value Wie it 
brought into cooperation the schools, the oankers, the accour atants, the 
boys and girls, the farmers, the county ae Its, and in fact the whole ex- 
tension staff, including the specialists, ail heaced by the farm manage- 
ment depar tnent and director as the final corre lating agents. 


I believe the plan is practical to a tmuch greater degree than it has 
been tried, and is fundamental as a background for an annual éxtension pro- 
gram, 


Out of this discussion I would leave on your minds the following: 


(1) The program of work of our extension specialists in nearly every 
State is too largely a -hit-and-miss one. The far-away or difficult parts 
of the State get too little attention, and favorite counties an unjust | 

share of the specialists! time. ay 

(2) The specialists should extend their subjects through every avail- x 
able agency. They should function through the ciub group and.home demon- 
stration group as well as the county agents, They should also function 
through farmers! institutes, State organizations and the press, aswell as 
through the county groups. nh Ady |

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(3) The speCialists should be experts on the organization of their 
respective subjects, as well as authorities on suoject matter. 


(4) In order that subject-matter specialists may become more eff 
Cient in the orgenization of their work we must bring them together from 


time to time in sectional and national conferences, the same &4s in the 
county agent groups,
